WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Representa- 
tive Dwight of New York, Republican 
whip, has taken the names of the in- 
surgent congressmen from the list of

A manifesto against indiscriminate 
charitable contributions has been issued 
by Archbishop John J. Glennon. He de- 
clares that many imposters, under :the 
cloak of religion, prey upon the public, 


and that numerots pious “grafts” are 
fiourishing because the public does not 
avail iteelf of the organized channels 
of charity. The wafning is addressed to 
both Catholics and non-Catholics. 

“IT desire,’’ says the Archbishop, ‘“‘t. 
cali the attention of the clergy and laity 
of the diocese, especially: in the city, to 
certain regulations that obtain, an] 
which, if faithfully observed, would tend 
to minimize, if not entirely eliminate, 
certain abuses.’’ 

Manifesto of Archbishop. 

The manifesto follows: 
It is a rule, for instance, that no 
one shall collect moneys for charita- 
ble or religious purposes indiscrim- 
inately through the city unless such 
a person has the permission of the 
Archbishop, and the same in writing. 
This rule applies to the priests and 
sisters and religious in general, and 
is especially true of those who come 
here from the. outside. Not unfre- 
quently does it happen that they who 
travel under religious garb are un- 
worthy of the confidence or patron- 
age of charitable people and some- 
times turm out to be fraudulent. Of 
course, exception may be made in the 
case of the Little Sisters of the Poor 
or representatives of established 
charities that are personally known 
to the charitable public.

whether to accept his appointment as 

a& ynember of the committee. He said he 
had positive views on the questions in- 
volved, but he did not wish to make a 
detailed statement before deciding to 
serve on the committee or before con- 
ferring with ‘its other members. 

The other four members of the com- 
mittee stated their individual views as 
to plan and method to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, as follows: 

‘ John S&S. Leahy: We hope to per- 
suade the Municipal Assembly to 
pass an ordinance creating the office 
of stage censor, or censors, and mak- 
ing it illegal to produce any play or 
moving picture without a permit 
from such an official. 

The censor should have the power 
to require manuscripts to be sub- 
mitted to him, to see preliminary 
performances in cases where he 
might be in doubt, and to go to other 
cities to’ view plays. There should 
be one appeal from his decision—an 
appeal to the Mayor. 

The Rev. Dr. W. J. McKittrick: 
Without having formed any very 
definite conclusion as to methods of 
censorship, I would say that I favor 
a small board, probably of three men, 
certainly not more than five, to be 
appointed by the Mayor. They 
should have authority to prevent ob- 
jectionale productions. 

As to their manner of obtaining 
knowledge about plays and of judg- 
ing’ them, I should prefer to leave a 
good deal to the discretion of the 
censors themselves. 

Leighton Shields: Before mak- 
ing my main ideas on the plan for 
censorship of St. Louis plays public 
I would Wke to at first meet with 
the committee. 

| Pérsonally, I am interested in the 
 Sonigtiah plan of censorship and in 
some respects it might do here, As 
I understand it a censor appointed by 
the Lord Chancellor has the power, 
after seeing a play, to check it if 
it does not meet with his approval. 
There has been considerable critt- 
cisam of some of his alleged arbi- 
trary methods, and a commission 
was appointed by the -House of 
Commons to investigate. I am going 
to try to get a copy of the report 
of this commission for the use of 
the St. Louls committee.

seemed objectionable, the 
board should report to the Mayor.

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WOMAN TRAINER 
MANGLED IN CAGE 
BY MAD LEOPARD 


Animal Seizes Her Throat at 
- Rehearsal and © Claws 
Scalp to Tatters.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—Mrs. Pauline 
Russgelle, trainer of performing leopards, 
was seriously mutilated by one of three 
of these animals she owns while she 
was putting the brutes through ia re- 
hearsal' in a big cage on the fourth 
floor of Huber’s Museum in East Four- 
teenth street yesterday. 

When Mrs. Russelle entered the big 
Cage on the ’-~ floor, there was no- 
body present but her assistant, James 
Hendrickson.

“After the electric line moved its of- 
fices to Kansas City,” he said, “I gave 
up the suite in the Bank of Commerce 
Building, because it was too expensive. 
Then I got sick and was confined to 
my (house in McPherson avenue for 
weeks: 

“After I was able to be up I rented 
my house furnished: and went to Louib- 
ville for a week. en I returned I 
stopped at the Marquétte and took the 
office in the Third National. 

“IT intend to stay right here. I 
still optimistic, The world has not 
been kind to me, but I bear no malice 
I have some land and iron propositions 
on hand now. 

“My prospects are not the brightest 
just now, but I am still smiling. I have 
curtailed my expenses, but hope soon 
to be in better condition. Owing to 
my sickness I owe a little money in St. 
Louis, and there are some judgments 
against me in the courts, but I will 
square them all in a short time. 

Col. Walter H. Chase is here to 
stay. He has not been away and he Is 
not going.”
